No. i/i/73-(SI A). —In pursuance of Govomrnont’s decision to streamline industrial 
approval procedure, it his been decided to constitute a Licensing-cum-MRTP Commitcco, 
which will be responsible for the simultaneous consideration of applications for industrial 
licence and notices/applications under Sections 21 and 22 of the Monopolies and Restrictive Trade 
Practices Act, 1969. 

2. Government have constituted a Licensing Committee under Rule 10 of the Registration 
and Licensing of Industrial Undertakings Rules 1962, This Committee with the co-option of 
Secretary, Department of Banking, Ministry of Finance, shall constitute the Licensing-cum- 
MRTP Committee. 

3. The Licensing-cum-MRTP Committee will have the powers of the Licensing Committee 
and shall also function as the Advisory Committee to render advisee to the Central Government 
iu^regard to^noticcs/applications under Sections 2i;and 22 of the MRTP Act, 1969.

No. i/i/73 -(S1A). —^In pursuance of Government’s decision to stieumiine industrial ap¬ 
proval procedures, it has been decided to constitute a Projects Approval Boiurd to provide overall 
g^dance and supervision to the Secretariat for Industrial Approvals constituted in the Ministry 
of Industrial Development and to the Administrative Ministries and Technical Authorities who 
arc involved in industrial approvals. 

2. The composition of the Projects Approval Board will be as follows :— 


(1) Secretary, Ministry of Industrial Development . , . Chairman 

( 2 ) Secretary, Planning Commission.Member 

( 3 ) Secretary, Department of Economic Affairs ... „ 

( 4 ) Secretary, Department of Company Affairs , . , . „

3. The Projects Approval Board will co-opt the Secretary of the Administrative Ministry 
concerned in dealing with industries dealt with by the Ministry. 

4. The functions of the Projects Approval Beard will be as follows :— 

(i) The PAB will undertake detailed periodical reviews in respect of pendencies of letters 
of intent, industrial licences, foreign collaboration, capital goods and MRTP applica¬ 
tions. TTtc review will specifically identify delays in various agencies involed, fl,( 
targets for clearing arrears and provide for information on disposals to the PAB. 
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(ii) The PAB will review the progress of implementation of letters of intent and industrial 
licences up to the stage of the actual commissioning of capacity. 

(iii) The PAB will provide the forum at which policy questions that affect a large number 
of applications will be brought up and resolved so that delays arising from uncertain 
policy guidelines can be effectively reduced. 

(iv) The PAB will directly deal with simultaneous/composite applications for industrial 
approvals. 

5. The Licensing Committee, Foreign Investment Board, Capital Goods Committee and the 
Licensing-cum-MRTP Committee (which has been separately constituted) wUl function as Com¬ 
mittees of the PAB.
